At tbe time of tbe race no protest was made of any Irregularity con¬ 
nected therewith, nor were either of tbe parties or Ibe member aware 
of any disability affecting either of tbe horses.

F. Hussey, both of Berwick, 
iu the State of Maine. 

By the terms of said sale, said Rich and Hussey were allowed posses¬ 
sion of the horse, they contracting among other things not to sell or 
dispose of said horse, uor to remove him from the State of Maine, 
without the written consent of said Deys (the mortgagee), or bis 
assigns; aud as security for tbe faithful performance of said agree¬ 
ments aud for tbe payment of purchase money, said Rich aud Hussey 
did execute and deliver to the said Deys a chattel mortgage on their 
iuterest in said horse, and when said Deys sold his remaining half In¬ 
terest in said horse to Mr. Stuart, as aforesaid, he likewise assigned to 
said Stuart the said chattel mortgage as a security for further indebted 
ness due from him to said 8tuart. 

Subsequent to these transactions said Rich and Hussey, without tbe 
knowledge or assent of said Stuart, or said Deys, and in violation of 
tbe agreements recited, did remove said horse from the S’atu of Maine, 
to tbe State or Illiuots, sud in the latter state did enter aud trot him in 
the 2:33 class. July 26. 1876, at a meeting held on the coarse of the 
Sycamore Driving Dark, at Sycamore, III., the entry therein being 
made by said Hussey, under the assumed name of Wm. R. Roberts, 
and the horse being ineligible in said class. 

This entry and performance were ruled by the Sycamore Association 
to he fraudulent, for which by their order aaid Hussey under the name 
of Roberts, aud said gelding were expelled, as notified August?, 1876. 

Cpou learning that said horse had appeared in a public race in Illi¬ 
nois as aforesaid. Mr. Stuart expressed his surprise and alarm lest tbe 
horse bad been stolen from the parties in Maine, aud this alarm was 
increased by learning that the entry in Illinois was in the name of W. 
R. Roberts as aforesaid; and he thereupon immediately sent an agent to 
inquire into tbe circumstances, aud if the horse proved to be the one so 
partly owned by him to exercise bis legal right under the mortgage aud 
contract aforesaid and take possession of the horse and bring him im¬ 
mediately to his place of abode, which was done; and exercising tbe 
authority conferred by raid mortgage Mr. Stuart sold the horse, aud at 
public sale, and in accordance with law became his purchaser, the 
parties Rich aud Hussey haviug in the meantime admitted their viola¬ 
tion of the coulracl aud their transgressiou of tbe rules. 

It further appeared that said Hussey, under said assumed name of 
Wm. K. Roberts, had entiled said horae /or meetings to be held in the 
same season at Freeport, TdskUwa. Mendota aud Earlvllle, iu Illinois, 
and iu consequence of (be seizure of said horse by Mr. Stuart, as afore- 
sail he did not appear to compute at aaid meetings aud was iu conse¬ 
quence suspended with said Roberts, by nald associations for non¬ 
payment of tbe entrance feu* 

in view of tbe unlawful and victims conduct of said Rich and Hussey, 
aud tbe injury thereby lufiictad upon tboappllcant aud his horse, he 
now applies to the board fbr reiuoval of aaid expulsion and likewise the 
suspeusiou recited. 

Leaving tbe adjustment of the claims for entrance fees to a just de¬ 
termination between Mr. Stuart and the several associations having 
such claims, the board conflued lls judgment to the merit* of tbe case 
involved lu tbe expulsion aforesaid, ana it was 
Ordered, That the expulsion of tbe ch g Doc Lewis, recited herein, be 
and the same Is removed. 

No. 660.—II. 11. Yates, Chicago. Ill., ex parte. Application for per¬ 
mission to change the name of o m Lady Mac to Lady Rolfe. 

As recited iu case No. 663. the Board deems it was not the intention 
of the cougresa to have the requirements of rule 6 disregarded, aud thla 
application was dismissed wltn the recommendation that the change of 
name, if made, should be In conformity with aaid rale.

“Old Calabar’*’’ Ideas on Krudellhig «nd Feeding. 

COMPILED »V ARNOLD HI IlOB*. 

One of the best known ami most popular contributor* U> tlie 
English sporting press was ‘‘Old Calabar," whose wool on ranine 
matters was received with almost the veneration with which 
horsemen regarded the dictum of Admiral Rous. In* looking 
over an old file ol ZWf's Life , we chanced upon a communication 
which contained so much of interest to sportsmen and breeders, 
that we make the following selections from it; 

"Spratt's biscuits are excellent food, but as there l» a large per¬ 
centage of meat in them, they must be used with care; they are 
given dry but it is a very giaal plan once a week to latil them, 
chopping up greens small, with turnips, parsnips, etc. All dogs 
require a little well hulled green food during the Summer months 
to keep them iu health; fresh tallow greaves may he used In 
flavoring the meal, hut I prefer pounehes or anything else if 1 can 
get it In the Highlands of Scotland you cannot always procure 
fresh meat for your dogs, and you w ill rind greaves very useful. 
As I have said, Spratt’s biscuits are excellent food; they 
are well made, do not take up much room, uud are 
always procurable. I consider them a most valuable Invention. 
Setters or pointers should have a little given them before goiug 
out, hut tf you do not like this plan they may be fed over night. 
Your man can always take a biscuit or two in his pocket and give 
them a few bits when you take your lunchnon. Dogs, like horses, 
when allowed to get iu poor condition, 'site a long time to get up 
again; their coats are ragged and dull, and this will not change 
for the better til! they slip them. Some dogs eat more greedily 
than others, or will not allow others to feed with them; they 
should always be watched while eating: but the slow or timid 
eaters go to work ttrst ami then let the others on. If you have a 
quarrelsome dog at Ills food feed him by himself. It Is a mistake 
having a dog too gross or fat, it brings on tits, mange, uud some¬ 
times fatal diseases; this Is where you must use your discretion. 

A dog should lie in nice hard condition, not hide bound, with a 
good loose skill, hut not too fat. You should change u dog’s 
food occasionally. In winter mix a little barley meal with the 
oatmeal; you may then ring the changes with Indian meal or 
Spratt’s biscuits. ' Rice occasionally Is very good. You must 
study your dogs' appetites us you would your own, and the food 
you give them should lie perfectly clean and of the best; occasion¬ 
ally you may mix a little Hour of sulphur with It. Very judicious 
feeding Is necessary if you are going to exhibit. Many exhibitors 
three weeks before a show put flour or other things in 
their dogs food, the object being to send them In the finest 
possible coat and condition. You must never allow your dogs to 
lie stained or dirty in their coats or skin: an occasional washing 
i« neccessary; but if they are well kept, well bedded, well and ju¬ 
diciously fed. they will not require much of this. If a dog shows 
the least touch of heat or mange attend to him at once, it is very 
easily checked. Dalziel’s mange lotion is very good. I always 
use liquor ealeii per sulphured, diluted from one to four times or 
more parts of water as the ease may require. This with a little 
opening medicine soon puts them all right. The medicines I use 
are few and simple, but as every one has his ideas on this subject 
I will say nothing about it. There Is one thing I had almost for¬ 
gotten. Your kennels should he deodorized with tondy’sor 
other disinfectants; there are many advertized, and I tielieve 
good. After all to name a few medicines may not be out of the 
way. For fresh cuts or wounds, I use tincture of benzoin, i. 
friars balsam, uud for wounds that are disinclined to heal, car¬ 
bolic acid and glycerine, castor oil or powdered Julup for a purga¬ 
tive; areea nut for worms with a dose of castor oil to follow; 
white precipitate for ticks or lice: tincture of arnica for bruises 
or strains. But the better way for those who do not understand 
medicines is to get some Ismk on the subject. When 1 wash my 
dogs for the purpose of killing vermin, I use a little carbolic acid, 
but tills you must bo very careful of. M'Dougal’s patent ear 
taillc soap Is very, good and safe. If I merely wash 
mv dog to give a clean and bright coat I use the following once a 
week: lime water and linseed oil, equal parts (one quart), one 
ounce carbonate soda. Reave it on the dog three days and then 
wash off With soft soap and hot water. This is a very old recipe 
and, if 1 mistake not. one of Col. Hawker's; hut I really quite 
forget, at uuy rate it is good. If your dog comes home with hts 
flag or feather encrusted with clay, do not allow it to dry on but 
remove It with hot water. I have very frequently had my dogs 
iu such a mess oil coming home after a hard day that I have given 
them a warm bath before reeding to remove the stains and dirt. 
Rub them well after and let. them come before your Are if you 
have one, and when dry feeil them and shut up for the night; but 
unless your dogs are in a very filthy mesa they do not require this 
washing. On njy return from shooting I always feed my dogs 
myself, in fact, I always do so when I nin at home. Your 
dogs have worked all day for your pleasure and they should 
be fed before you feed yourself. After seeing them all com¬ 
fortable you can take your own hath ami make yourself so. 
There must be no draft whatever In your kennel, which should 
be thoroughly warm, dry and snug. If dog owners attend to 
the few simple Instructions I have given, I am certain they will 
see their animals thriving and In good order and a credit to them. 
Nothing Is so wretched to look at us a poor, miserable, tucked 
up, half-starved, mangy auiinal.” 

The Fox Terrier. 

nr stoxbhrnge (In London Field). 

From the very commencement of fox hunting In this country, 
small terriers were kept at each of the various kennels, for the 
purpose of bolting the fox from his earth when run to ground by 
the hounds Originally these dogs were for th< most part black 
and tan in color; but from thla cause they were so frequently mis¬ 
taken tor a fox when drawing a covert, that they were bred white 
or pled. 

The dogs used for bolting foxes by some of the most famous 
masters of hounds and their famillea for generations, were similar 
to the old English terrier, and were many of them white, slightly 
wire-haired, and with no more of the bull dog In them than In the 
Italian grevhouud, that cross making them so savage as to kill 
rather than bolt the fox; they had plenty of pluck; their noses 
were sharp, and they were small enough to go to ground 
wherever a fox or badger could go—indeed, they would "lay on" 
either, tf they could not bolt them, tUl they were dug out. A 
terrier was a thoroughbred animal per as, but It could only be 
called a fox terrier when fit to be used for the bolting of a fox. 

About forty years ago, Sir Watldn Wynn and Mr. Foljambe 
were famous for their breeds of fox terriers. These strains close¬ 


ly resembled each other, and were short-beaded, full In the eye, 
with fair atop, and what would be called well chiselled out under 
the eye. They were remarkably strong—Indeed, rather inclined 
to la- cobby and bull-uecked, with very short, straight legs. 
They were particularly wide spruug III their ribs and broad in the 
brisket, short backed, light In the hind quurtera, and generally 
with the stem carried too high. Their color was Invariably white, 
with red ears or patch, and often a spot hi the center between 
the ears. The coat wus very thick, and somewhat coarse. Mr, 
Ffranee, of Cheshire, had auotber breed, which w ere very differ¬ 
ent, being rather leggy, with fine light oval bone; and they had a 
sharp foxy face, showing more of the Italian greyhound style, 
with small eye and fine coat. 

After a time the Bailsworth blood was crossed with the Wynn- 
stav, the result being a coarser dog altogether, with black ears or 
spot ou the bead. In those days a hlack-aiid-tan-headed fox ter¬ 
rier was never seen. The late Duke of Rutland is said to have 
used some of Ills black ami tanned terriers to cross witli tlie Bel- 
voir terriers, and so produced the colored head so much coveted 
in the present day; but the deep red is the original Foljambe and 
Wynustay color. Jack Morgan's dogs had all red ears, till Drove 
Nettle appeared. The celebrated Old Jock was by a black and 
tali dog, and be aud Old Trap brought out the colored heads, 
being very much used to every kind of fox terrier bitch. 

During the last ten years the fox terrier lias risen into great 
celebrity; hut among the multitude of his admirers and patrons 
there Is u strange difference about his necessary qualifications, as 
evideuced by the various distinct types which meet witli favor at 
dog shows. It is important, therefore, to reeall attention to the 
purposes for which the dog is intended, ami consider how far 
they eau be carried out by the possession or otherwise of certain 
points iu his make; uud in discussing the subject 1 shall confine 
myself to this feature, and exclude liis Jtyhtuig and killing merits, 
which among many people seem to be the chief objects of their 
desire ill breeding this dog, though they are a positive disqualifi¬ 
cation for his intended use iu ladling the fox. When brought up 
and employed solely for fighting and eat slaughter he ceases to be 
u fox terrier. 

With regard to slxe, I cannot describe what it should bo better 
than in the language of a letter which has recently appeared from 
that old and thoroughly experienced master of fox hounds, the 
Hon. Urantley Berkley’, who says: “What is wanted with fox¬ 
hounds is a terrier so smalt as to he able to go to ground, with 
pluck enough to keep to or bark at a fox, to bolt the fox or pre¬ 
vent his earthing further. For real work—that is going togrouml 
to fox or badger—uo terrier should he higher than Kiln, to 14iu. 
at the shoulder, or heavier than ltllb. With the Trclawny buut 
small terriers of 101b. and 121b. are used, ami in the X. D. II. 
country the late master had them of 121b. aud 141b. Mr. A. F. 
Ross, the present master of the latter hunt, Is using a brace by 
Mr. Murchison's old dog Lancer which arc about 14lli. each, with 
plenty of bone and quality, and lie Is very fond of them, as they 
work wonderfully well. The chest, also, should not he too wide, 
as It is impossible for such dogs to go to ground in most rabbit 
earths, or up drains frequented by foxes, so as to reach the end. 
The Wynustay aud Grove terriers of forty years ago did not ex¬ 
ceed 1Mb. to ltllb. at the outside, though the Yorkshire dogs 
were larger; but the former were very plucky, and in those days 
cherry noses and red eyes were not uncommon. 

The question of length of leg depends much upon the config¬ 
uration of the dog, uud it is dillicult to lay down any defined 
“hard and fast" line as to their form per «e. For instance, a dog 
with a deep brisket, sloping shoulders, aud elbows well let down, 
can race uwuy witli short forelegs; for the puce comes from the 
loins and hind legs as the propelling power. Again, a long- 
backed dog, alw ays remembering lie Is well loluctl, so us to give 
breadth enough, does not require such length of leg as a short- 
backed dog. The famous bitch Grove Nettle was very long ill her 
hack. A dog to race must have freedom of action, ami this he 
gets from length; but the fox terrier must also have good hack 
ribs, as well as muscular development iu shoulders and loius, to 
do his work well underground. The legs should he good round- 
boued ones, and strong at the pasterns (the part Immediately 
above the toes), to euable them to travel easily over wet or rough 
ground. 

It Is not absolutely necessary that the fox terrier should la- a 
fast galloper, and, Indeed, it can scarcely he expected that he call 
keep up with foxhounds, particularly in a long run; uud if he 
could it would scarcely he fair to send him half exhausted to hard 
work underground. Iu some countries they do run with the pack, 
but iu most cases they are either carried on liorsebuek, or arc 
taken In panniers, a boy riding on a pony with them; while some¬ 
times a man is sent out with them, to follow on foot, otherwise, 
in mnny Instances, their presence when required could not lie de¬ 
pended ou. A long-legged terrier cannot travel over all descrip¬ 
tions of ground like a short-legged one, nor can he last out a long 
day so well. The smooth-coated dog is generally preferred to the 
wire-coaled fox terrier; but he should be stout in constitution, so 
as to withstaud wet, cold, or fatigue; aud he must have courage 
enough to face punishment, without showing unnecessary Irri¬ 
tation. 

) The greatest care should tie taken hi first entering terriers, as 
[ with hounds. If a deerhound is uot properly entered, lie will 
seize the hauneh of a stag,and there hold him. A well-known,keen 
sportsman tells me that he used to wound most severely a deer, get 
up to him, and sit on the Is sly if he could, and then enter the 
hound at the neck only. The dog would always afterwards seize 
that part. So with fox terriers, if entered on large rats, or on

tf. The -«f(v. 10 ,) should be round, compact, and not too large, 
the toe, moderately arched, and turned neither in nor out.

9. The coal (v. 5,) should lie smooth, but hard, dense and 
abundant. 

10. Iu color (v. 5,) white should predominate. Brlndle or liver 
markings are objectionable. Otherwise this point is of little or 
no Importance. 

11. Symmetry, *ise, and character (v. 15).—Tin- dog must pre¬ 
sent a generally gay, lively and active appearance. Bone and 
strength in a small compass are essentials; but this must not be 
taken to mean that a fox terrier should be cloggy or in any way 
coarse. Speed to some extent, and endurance, must be looked to 
as well as power, and the symmetry of the foxhound taken us a 
model. Tile terrier, like the hound, must on no account be leggy, 
neither must lie he too short on the leg. He should stand like a 
cleverly-made hunter—covering a lot of ground, yet w itli a broad 
anil powerful loin, as before stated. He will thus attain the high¬ 
est degree of pnq)elling power, together witli tile greatest length 
of stride that Is compatible with the length of his body. Weight, 
within certain limits, Is not a certain criterion of a terrier’s litm-ss 
for his work. General shape, size, aud contour are the main 
points: anil if a dog can gallop and stny, and follow his fox up a 
drain. It matters little what his weight Is to a pound or so, though, 
roughly speaking, it may lx* said he should not scale over twenty 
pounds in show condition. {lit ttig opinion the tccight thnuld belit¬ 
tle, if any, oivt nieteen 1 *>Und*). —Stonehenge. 

WIRE-IIAIREO FOX TERRIERS. 

This variety of the breed should resemble the smooth sort in 
everv respect, except the coat, which should be hrokcu. The 
harder und more wiry the texture of the coat is, the lx?ttcr; on 
no account should the dog look or leel woolly, and there should 
he uo silkv Indr about the poll or elsewhere. 

The coat should not he too long, so as to give the dog a shaggy 
appearance, hut al the same lime it should show a marked and 
distinct difference all over from the smooth species.

There is no breed of dog that lias risen so high and so quickly 
Iu jaipulnr favor aud estimation as the fox terrier has done since 
lslitl. hut a large projairtion of those tired at the present day arc 
useless for the practical porjawe of bolting a fox or badger, from 
their size alone. 

There was not even a class for lids breed at the first two or 
three Birmingham shows; hut in 1862 Mr. Wootton entered then- 
the first fox terriers—us such—in a class for “white and other 
smooth-haired English terriers (except black anil tan), when Jock 
won. In 1868 a distinct class for fox terriers was given at Bir¬ 
mingham, when Mr. Wootton entered a considerable number, and 
again won with .lock. In 1S64 there were more than forty ex¬ 
hibited at Nottingham; and. If I mistake not, It was here that the 
celebrated Tartar made his debut. At the Dublin show, in the 
same year, there was a fair fox terrier class, and Mr. Stevenson’s 
Patch took the first prize buck to Chester—a feat, she repeated at 
Birmingham soon after.

Is not a dog in England with an authentic pedigree that will go 
hark to the year 1800; but with regard to fox terriers their |km 1- 
Igreesare especially obscure, and it t* singular that most of those 
which became noted at the commencement of the j>opularity of 
the breed had no known reliable pedigrees, though they had spe¬ 
cific parentage gitm to them. The establishment of the “Kennel 
Club 8tud Book” will to some extent remedy this In the future, 
but It will require much cautlou In compilation. 

The following are the points of the fox terrier, chiefly as set¬ 
tled by the club specially formed for his Improvement. I have 
not altered the numerical value, but In the description of one or 
two points I have changed the wording without greatly interfer¬ 
ing with the sense:

At the t'rvatal Palace in 18*0 the number was 104, or nearly 
one-ninth of the total number of dogs; and in the same year at 
Birmingham it was 116, or one-eighth the whole show. 

Ill 1876 the number allhcCrystal Palace was 141. or one-eighth 
of all the show; at Brighton 160, or one-fifth: and at Birming¬ 
ham 130, or one-ninth. 

Two shows have lately hern held specially for fox terriers 
(smooth and wire haired), at Nottingham and I.tllie Bridge. At 
tlie funner (of the smooth alone) the number exhibited was 15i, 
and at the latter 160. I believe tlie largest number at any our 
show was at Nottingham, about five yeara ago, when it was about 
270, or about onc-thlrd of nil the show. 

As reganls Scotland, at the Glasgow Show In 1871, there were 
only II fox terrier*; at Edinburgh the other day there were 41 

i’ll the past the most famous fox terriers us prize winners have 
been Jock (known I letter perhaps as Old Jock). Trap (or Old Trap). 
Trimmer, Vandal and Grove Nettle—names which have become 
household words among the fanciers of this breed. 

Jock won 88 first prizes (eight of which were champion) and 4 
second prizes (one of which was champion), beginning at Bir¬ 
mingham In 1862, and ending at the Crystal Palace In 1870. He 
was long considered the bean Meal of a terrier, aud try many peo¬ 
ple Is still referred to as a model. From Mr. Wootton he passed 
Into the hands of Capl. Klndersley, and thence Into those of Mr. 
Cropper, who sold lilm to Murchison, In whose possession bo 
died of old age In November, 1872. 

Old Trap wee not ozhltiiled often, but bo won a few prizes, anil 
I believe he was about the best lot terrier dog as to size and make 
that has yet been seen. According to my view be waa a better 
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dog than Jock, and any of his blood la much nought after. He 
alao became the property of Mr. Murchison, In whose hand* he 
died a few years ago, having lived his full time. 

Trimmer had u splendid career of prize winning from 1808 to 
1871, having In that time won uo less than forty first prizes, 
nearly the whole of them consecutively. On two occasion* he 
won the champion prixe at the Crystal Palace, and also the spec¬ 
ial prize for the I>est fox terrier In the show. Had lie possessed 
a little more lame and substance, this dog would have lieeu as 
near perfection as could be. In 1874 Mr. Murchison sold Trim¬ 
mer to K. Kerrison, some time after which the dog was killed 
through an uecidenl. 

\ andul was another of Mr. Murchison's dogs, and a grand one 
In appearance, shaja<, size and pluck. He won twenty-four lire! 
prizes, and ho also wus killed by an unfortunate accident on bis 
a ay borne from his last victory,' in December, 1874, being then 
only In Ids prime, aud a great loss to Ills owner. 

(•rove Nettle, though not much shown, was a prize winner; but 
irrespective uf this, “he was considered by fur the liest bitch of 
her day. When about 7J years old, the late Mr. Bishop, of Not¬ 
tingham, sold her at a high price to Mr. Murchison, and she sub¬ 
sequently died of milk fever. 

At the present time the most noted show fox terriers are Mr. 
liurhidge’s Bitters, Nimrod, Koyal, Nettle and Dorcas, Mr. Ab- 
luitt’s Moslem, Mr. Hyde’s Buffett, Mr. Murchison's Knrceps, 
Olive, Natty and Whiskey, Mr. Gilisou’s Boxer and ,Joe. Mr. 
Kletcher’e Rattler and Mr. Whittle's Yoriek. The most success- 
rul breeders of these have been Mr. Luke Turner ami Mr. Gibson, 
the former having bred Nettle, Olive ami Joe, besides the lirst 
1 ’lb'll puppy at the late Lillie Bridge show, While tile latter ha* 
bred Dorcas, Buffett, Natty and Boxer. 

I have selected for the engraving, as the best specimens, Bit- 
ters and Olive, the former being, I believe, the nearest of any of 
t he dogs to the requirements of a fox terrier, and the latter more 
close to perfection as a bitch than any I have ever seen. Bitters 
won ids first prize (under the name of Jock) at Kpworth in 1873, 
and lias altogether won uine lirst and nine second prize*. He was 
first shown by Mr. Denton, of Doueaster, who sold him to Mr. 
Murchison (who changed bis name to Bitters); then he came. Into 
the hands of Mr. Gibson, and now belongs to Mr. Burbldge. In 
18711 Bitters was first in the champion class at Maidstone, and 
second champion at Brighton; in 1877 lie has already been sec¬ 
ond champion at Nottingham. He is said to lie liy Tyrant, but 
Hie name of his dam is very doubtful. Olive has been shown 
only twice, namely, at Brighton and Bristol, winning first caeli 
time, and also the social prize at Brighton for the best fox ter¬ 
rier never shown before, beating at the same time Burbidge’s Net¬ 
tle, who was first at the Crystal Palace iu 187li, aud at Lillie 
Bridge in 1877. Olive is by Belgrave Joe—Trlcksev by Chance; 
Belgrave Joe by Bclvoir Joe—Brimstone’s Vie, great granddain of 
Burhidge's Nettle. 

Kufiix, Elcho and Erin—Bench Show Standard. 

St. Louis, Mo.. July 11, 1877. 

Koitok Chicago Fielo Mr. Burges has had his say about 
Rufus, and the owner of Elcho lias hud a word to say of his dog. 
still Mr. Burges seems determined to keep the fact before the 
public, that Rufus was placed ahead of Elcho at the late -New 
York show. He may well he proud of his victory, and might with 
propriety say a word for Rufus, hut in doing this, he should not 
cover up and mystify facts to tile detriment of the defeated cham¬ 
pion. When Mr. Bulges says the judgesat Chicago never owned 
an Irish setter, he makes it appear that the judges at tile New 
York show were owners and breeders of Irish setters. Now he 
knows as well as i do, that the judgesat New' York never owned 
an Irish setter in the same light that the judges at the Chicago 
show never owued Irish dogs. 1 might go over Ids letters and 
criticise tile position In* lias taken for and against Rufus and 
Elcho, hut it is needless; they have been judged both times l>v 
sound, practical sportsmen. The press have criticised the awards, 
and so long as the parties concerned believe tile Judges conscien¬ 
tious, there was no necessity to rush into print ami bring the 
judges Into such an uupleasuut position, whether tliev erred at 
New York or not. 1 would not do them the injustice uj criticise 
their award; none are infallible, hut of one thing I am certain, 
tlie names of John Davidson anil Dr. Twaddell are synonymous 
with square dealing, aud if in every instance they did 'not see a 
dog as I do, I think none the less of their judgment. 

As the matter stand*, Elcho has lieaten Rufus, and Rufus lias 
lieaten Elcho; both have been imported for stock purposes and 
Just by way of proving FJeho’s worth as a practical stock getler, 

I will run the only Elcho pup I have eligible for the Iowa aud 
Tennessee field trials, against any Rufus pup eligible to the same 
stakes twenty-live (#35) dollars, the match to lie in the regular 
Stake and lo lie play or pay. I will name my pup (Berkley) now, 
and Mr. Burges lo name his within one month of the appearance 
of tlifft in the Chicago Field. 

in assailing Elcho Mr. Burges has done so from u practical 
standpoint, attacking w hat apisiars his weak |»ilnts for the field. 
Very good, hut why drag |ss,r old departed Erin into the muss, 
and tight him from a bench show staiid|siiut! Does he think a 
black strip (!) down his lisek has anything to do witli hi » pructi- 
oil imrlhf Then why not plead the same issue rigid through aud 
light one witti the same cudgels that lie does the other! 

Now about Erin's black coat: let me quote from a breeder's 
remarks in the South, who refused to breed lo Erin ou account of 
lids black strip down his hock. He saw the dog for the first time 
In the field, trimmed like a lighting cock, for the field trials (Ids 
performances there are duly recorded in the Chic ago Kiki.ii, to 
which I refer Mr. Burges for his practical worth). After examin¬ 
ing tlie dog carefully this genllaman said he q.mld not find „ black 
hair m, hi* body, and then and there engaged his services for Ills 
hitch. When at his darkest a close observer might discover a 
slight black tinge on bis coal, for which lie would properly lie 
docked about six or eight [mints on the bench. Whether lie'had 
merit enough left to beat Rufus or not does not. matter. Since 
Mr. B. is dhqmsed to he practical, and by way of proving he was 
the peer of Rufus as a stock getter, I will bark little Biddy (the 
only one of his progeny we have) for twenty-live dollars'(#35) 
against a Rufus pup, In eitber.the Iowa or Nashville trials. 

Erin is dead, and Elcho is about twelve hundred miles from 
here, hi it is impossible for me to engage Rufus with either of 
these; hut if Mr. Burges is desirous of proving the practical worth 
iif Ids dog. I will run in the free-for-all our recently imported 
Irish setter Thoratlne. Tilts dog has been over about two weeks 
ami of course enters the rare handicapped, but ao strong Is mv 
faith that “blood will tell,” I do not hesitate to allow the odds 
and wager Mr. Burges twenty-live dollars (#35) even that Thnr-

Editok Cjitt'AOO Field: Captain Taylor, of Bellefonte, Vir¬ 
ginia, writes a letter which appears iu your issue of 7th Inst.

ou that as a bench show judge his services in tl.e future will be 
in very limited demand. He says that Leicester is a diseased dog, 
and that hi* dnwuiMc was not developed when at the .Memphis *how. 
To this I have to suy. that Leicester is not u diseased dog, and if 
he was at New York, then hi he was at Memphis. Mr Burges, 

Mr'^VWr Leicester at Memphis; myopinlon of 
!r. Burges is, that his knowledge of dogs is quite equal with 
Captain Taylor s. The two questions I would here ask Mr Bur- 
ges. was Leicester, when at Ihe New York show, to all appearan¬ 
ces, physically the same dog as when lie saw him at Memphis and 
t hicugo, and docs he, or does lie not consider him a diseased doe* 
Captain Taylor next says he repeatedly asked me when in the rile- 
at * ScW10 I-eh-csler stand up. and that I urged bin” 
and pulled him, aud coaxed him, but no response came from the 
dog eveu to life master.

Now, Mr. Editor, as Captain Taylor has explained how Lelces- 
ter "us alien at Memphis, and how Paris was I here awarded bv 
himself, with what lie calls a first prize, which, lie. savs, deburrud 
him fromi the open class at New York, the noeessltv'devolves on 
me of telling what Captain Taylor did when at Memphis.

It Is claimed that men like our- 
ees the owner of the celebrated dog Rob Roy. snd the owner of the 
dog Paris, by this change In the management could have au excuse for 
not measuring their strength with some of the Western hunters but 
aside from this the feeliug la harmonious and enthusiastic in making 
this the grandest and most successful Held trial ever held iu this 
country." 

A more malicious utid unmitigated lie. utterance wits never 
Riven to: and either the Times' Marshalltown eorrespondent is 
the dupe of some Individual with little regard for truth, or else 
his fertile liraln iu absence of facts has manufactured even more 


than is its wont. 

Between the Eastern and Western sportsmen there is a rivalry, 
hut it is the true spirit of emulation, and not antagonism as the J or strike auother horse, 
Timm correspondent evidently desires to convey the impression. 

Neither Jeulousy nor feeling prevented the National American 
Kennel Club from assuming the responsibility and management 
of the Iowa trials: on the contrary there was the utmost unani¬ 
mity that while the club approved of and would through its 
members support the trials, yet it would not for wise masons as¬ 
sume the management or responsibility of them. 

To show how unfounded the Time*’ statement regarding Messrs. 

Burges uud Smith is, Mr. Burges was not at the meeting, and Mr. 

Smith not only advocated the trials in the meeting, but was the 
jirnt man to Contribute to them, it is as puerile a* unjust to charge 
Mr. Smith, with others, with haviug instigated the action of the 
Kennel Club, merely that lie “could have an excuse for not meas¬ 
uring strength with Western hunters,” for Mr. Smith has by his 
presence and entries and contributions done us much us 
any man in America to the inauguration and support of Held 
trials. Moreover, Mr. Smith and Mr. Burges are Western men; 
at any rate they so regard themselves, and are so regarded by 
Eastern sportsmen; the former lives at Strutliroy, Canada, and 
the latter'at Hillsdale, Mich. Consequently, were there this feeling 
anil jealousy between the sportsmen of the two sections, It is not 
probable Messrs. Burges and Smith would he on the Eastern side. 

Such statements are prejudicial in the extreme, as uncontra- 
dioted they tend to engender the very Jealousies and feelings 
which they proclaim to exist. Happily sportsmen recognize 
neither sectional, national, political, nor religious distinctions. It 
is enough that each is a good sportsman: aud let us hope it will 
be always so. 

Should Mr. Burges and Mr. Smith not run Rob Roy and Baris, 
we see no reason why they should be made a target at which pub¬ 
lic scribbling should he directed. With both gentlemen It is a 
matter of choice, and they certainly have that right which belongs 
to each individual. People have the right to view the matter as 
they please, but neither the Marshalltown correspondent of the 
Time*, norany one else, has the right to be guilty of such u breach 
of etiquette, and to Inveigh the private rights of individual, 
as has been done In the communication quoted. 


MANAGEMENT OF TROTTING ASSOCIATIONS 
CONTINUED. 

Rule 80, of the National Association Is broader iu Its scop* and 
more frequently envolved In the decision of heats and races, than 
any of Its associates. In its proper application the average judge 
falls into frequent error. This fact is uot much to his discredit, 
for the rule covers about two pages of the ordinary official edi¬ 
tion, uml provides, 

First-, For the whole subject of scoring, discussed iu our Issue 
of June II. 

Second, That there shall lie no recall after the starting word 
lias been given, hut if signal of recall is made after the word has 
been given, distance shall be waived in that heat, except for foul 
driving. 

Third. It provides for the order iu which horses shall start In u 
succeeding heat. 

Fourth, It specifies how horses should be driven in homestretch. 
Iu tills respect the rule does not seem to be clearly stated; refer¬ 
ring to manner of driving iu homestretch, itspeclllea, for Infringe¬ 
ment of the rule, three methods tor the judges to pursue, under 
different circumstances. First, ubility to be distanced-, second, 
shall be distanced; third, shull be placed behind all other horses 
In that heat. 

Iu comiug out on the home stretch the foremost horse or horses 
shall keep the positions first selected or be “liable to be’dis¬ 
tanced." Iu other words this provision gives the judges discretion¬ 
ary power to punish a leading horse or horses that shall shut up a 
gap which a horse behind may be steering for. If such a gap is 
closed by a leading horse or horses, the question for the judges 
to determine is. whether such improper driving changed the result 
In auy respect us to the hindmost horse or horses. If so, the 
judges should apply the penalty of distance. If not, it is not a 
foul within the rule, and no penalty attaches. “Shall be ins¬ 
tanced,” is a penalty the judges should enforce as to any horse 
Interfering witli a passing horse. But the panning home may aeci- 
dentlv swerve upon another horse, or Improperly change positions 
by crossing one way or another,and by so doing accidently impede 
a horse lapped or behind; In which event “Ae shall be placed be¬ 
hind all other horses in that heat," while for the same infringe¬ 
ment of the rule the home being panned “shall be distuuced ” 

So much for the manner In which a horse should lie driven lu 
the homestretch. 

A leading horse “shall not change from the right to the left, or 
from the inner to the outer Bide of the truck, during ang part of 
the ivor, when another horse is so near him that in altering his 
position lie compels the horse behind him to shorten his stride, 
or causes the rider or driver of such other horse to pull him out 
of Ills stride; neither shall any horse, rider or driver, cross, jostle 
■r Strike auother horse, rider or driver, uor swerve or do any 
illier thing I hut impedes Die progress of another horse, nor shall 
any horse, iu passing a leading horse, take the track of the other 
horse, so soon after getting the lead as to cause the horse passed 
to shorten his stride." In any accidental violation of these re¬ 
strictions, the penalty is not to dintanee home but simply to place 
him behind all others in such heat. 

But if intentional, the offending horse may he distanced, and 
the driver shall tee suspended or expelled. “May be distanced" 
gives Die judges the power simply to defeat a fraud. As for in¬ 
stance, a driver may drive foul for the purpose of being declared 
distanced. Under such circumstances, to defeat a fraud, the 
judges might punish driver as last above mentioned, ami still re¬ 
fuse to distance the horse and pul up auother driver. There seems 
to lie quite u wide spread error of opinion amongst turf men as to 
Die proper penalty for foul driving. The rule is to place the 
horse committing a foul, behind all others at finish of heat. The 
exception Is to distance. Very frequently judges reverse these 
penalties, and by their rulings seem to regard the penally for ac¬ 
cidental fouls, a distance. "To place behind all others,” they re¬ 
gard as a discretionary modification of Die penalty of distance. 
To illustrate that distancing a liorse is the exceptional penalty, 
we will point the eases only in which it can lie applied. 

1 st, under rule 29, a changing of position in homestretch leaves 
the question of applying a distance discretionary. 2d, under same 
rule, interfering, accidentally or otherwise, hi prevent a liorse 
passing some other liorse lu homestretch, application of the 
penalty is Imperative. 3d, uuder same rule, this Is the penalty 
for an intentional foul, except In cases where such a decision 
would favor a fraud. 4th, under role 30, judges have the ilis- 
cretionarv power so to do for continued breaking. 5th. In eases 
of collision and breakdown, whether willful or accidental, the 
party causing same may be distanced. 0th, under role 48, for 
any act or unprincipled conduct not specially provided for in the 
rules. Thus It will be perceived that the penalty an a rule, Tor 
aeciilentat fouls Is to place horse at finish of heat outnide of non 
offending horses, while the exception is to distance. 


Kentucky Association Stakes. —The stakes of the Kentucky 
Association, advertised iu another column, are most important 
six of which are to be run at the Fall meeting, soon impending, 
and wbieli close August 1st. Let entries he posted not later than 
Tuesday, July 31. The atakes are The Filly Stukes for two-year- 
olds, three-quarters of a mile. The colt stakes for two-year-olds, 
three-quarters of u intle, the colt arid filly stakes, one mile. A 
sweepstake for three-year-olds, one and a quarter miles. A sell¬ 
ing sweepstakes for all ages, ihe minimum price to be 8500, the 
minimum weight to be for three-year-olds, 95 lbs, for all others 
8100, and oue pound additional for each 8100 that the entry Is 
valued at over 8500. Five or more entries are required to fill 
each of the above stakes. The following five stakea are an¬ 
nounced as fixed events, and will close annually hereafter on 
August 1st. Ten or more entries are required to fill. The Phouilx 
Hotel Stakes to be run iu the Spring for three-ycar-olila, 810 each, 
850 forfeit, $500 added. This slake closed for 1878 with 27 err 
trie*. The Bine Ribbon to In? run In the Spring, a sweepstakes 
for throe-year-olds, $100 each, $50 forfeit, $500 lidded. This stake 
for 1879 closed with 88 entries. The events for the Fall meeting 
are the Viley Stakes for three-year-olds, one and a half miles, the 
Elkhorn Stakes for three-year-olds, and a sweepstakes for three 
year-old fillies, one and a half miles. The course at Lexington 
is line and very fast. The Jockey Club Is a )ioweful and excel¬ 
lent Institution, and It is presided over by gentlemen who have 
the true Interest of the turf at heart.

THE RING’S RINGER. 

Amy B. enjoys this distinction. With her record of 2:19f 
Springfield is the first association of the great Oetolateral that 
winks at the brazen fraud committed by Buffalo in tinkering up 
her record so that she call trot, in a class five seconds slower than 
the one to which she is eligible. Next week Mr. Edward’s Asso¬ 
ciation will follow the example of Springfield. 

At Springfield she was not imprudent enough to show up u 
probable winner of any part of the purse. As Siam as she does, 
however, her owners must commence giving up with satisfactory 
liberality, or some one will turn up with impudence enough to 
protest tier eligibility. 

Tile Spirit of thr Titnen of last year in its report, of this race, 
said: “III the sccoud heat she broke her record down, with a big 
tumble to 2:19J. The Turf, Field and Farm said as much. The 
Buffalo judges so announced the time; nor did they reverse it. 
But some individuals got together, twenty days after Die meeting 
and went Into Ihe buaincss of repairing her record. By what 
authority 1 

We never have seen any by-law or rule of the National Aaaoci- 
atlon, giving to Buffalo Park exclusive powers in the repairing 
business of thlB description. It Is quite true, however, Dial a 
ring exist* In trotting turf affairs, with imjiudcnce and assump¬ 
tion equal to any emergency. 

The Nidrit erf the Timer, in Its issue of July 14th, suid: "Fortu¬ 
nately for her (Amy B.) the Judges decided that Little F'red 
crossed tht score in advance, but set him back for running, and 
finally had the heat recorded with no time attached, on the ground 
that they had not timed second liorse." This transparent mis¬ 
statement, circulated by the “GenOeinan’s Newspaper,” Is untrue 
In all reaped*. The judges declared Amy B. first at the wire. 
The Spirit of the Timm so reported, also the Turf, Field emd 
Farm and the public. The judges did not make this change of 
her record before leaving the stand, and after they had onee left 
the stand, to quote from the S/elrit of June 9th, they were “funct¬ 
us officio," and had no power to change the time that had once 
been announced. 

It la generally understood that Amy B. did not trot through 
the Michigan circuit in the 2:23 class because her owners knew 
that she would be protested and get no money. She was reserved 
for the big circuit, when tbe ring, aided by the “American geu- 
tlcman’s newspaper," seem to have volunteered to look after her 
Interest*. Quite likely she will he protested somewhere on th* 
circuit. 


THE NATIONAL AMERICAN KENNEL CLUB 
FIELD TRIAL RULES. 

Last week we published the revised Field Trial roles of the 
National American Kennel Club, but as our naturally stupid 
proof reader was unusually stupid, he omitted the word “not" In 
rule 3. We therefore publish the rules again. This time they 
are right. 

AGED POINTER AND SETTER STAKES. 

Rule 1. Managers of field trials must advertise the names of 
the judges at least thirty days before tbe trials take place, and in 
the event, from any cause, that any judge or judges are prevented 
from acting, then the owners of the dogs entered shall have the 
power to elect a judge or judges to fill all vacancies, each owner 
of dogs entered to lie entitled to one vote. 

Rule 2. Two dogs shall lie run ata time, to be drawn by lot in 
the usual inimner, except that no two dogs which are owned or 
trained by one person, shall he run at once. When two such dogs 
are drawn together, oue shall be run only, and he with another 
dog which shull la: Immediately drawn, and the dog which was 
drawn and left over shall be drawn for again. If, at the latter 
end of a trial, it be found impossible to avoid running two dogs 
together which arc owned or trained by the same person, It may 
he permitted. 

Rule 3. In this class if dogs do not drop to shot, hut remain 
quiet in a manner not liable to ilo any harm, it shall not be con¬ 
sidered a demerit. 

Rule 4. If, in the opiuion of the judges, the day is such that u 
dog, running from 12 m. to 2 u. M., runs under disadvantages 
owing to the weather, the judges may, If the owners demand it, 
give sueli dogs another trial. 

Rule 5. Each brace shall have the ojiportunlty of making five 
points on game. Having made five jsiints they shall he taken up 
and tlielr positive totals for merit shull he reckoned according to 
tile wale of points in role fi. 

Kn-rti. Positive points for merit. For each point, 5; eaeli 
hack, 3. General Points. Nose l to 5; pace, 1 to 10; style, l to 
5; quartering, 1 to 5; retrieving, 0 to 5. 

Negative point* for demerit. Each flush to count n lost oppor¬ 
tunity only: refusing to buck, 3: eaeli chase, 3: breaking shot, 3; 
false ‘points. 2. Two chases on birds shall put a dog out of the 
stakes. 

Rule 7. In case of ruiiniug off lies the brace shall have the 
opportunity of making 5 points on game. Ties can he divided by 
the consent of all the owner* of dogs making the ties. Should It 
be impossible to run off the ties the same day, they shall he run 
off the day following. 

Rule 8. No spectators are ullowed nearer the handler of dog* 
than 75 yards to the rear. No spectators or others shull make 
any remarks about the dogs or judges within tile hearing of Die 
judges; such persons so offending shall lie expelled from the 
grounds by the judges, who shall order the special police to eject 
such persons offending. Should auy handler of dogs annoy the 
judges in any way, the judges shall order sueli handler of dogs to 
desist; should he still annoy the judges, the judges shall order 
such dogs as he is handling, up and out of the race. The priv¬ 
ilege is granted the handler of dogs to ask the judges for infor¬ 
mation or explanation that has a direct bearing on any point at 
issue; pending sneh question the handler of dogs shull order hi* 
dog* In, and cease to hunt until the judges have rendered their 
decision. 

Rule 9. Pointing hares, turtles, larks or stink birds, shall not 
be considered a false point; but pointing any other birds than 
tliose mentioned and considered game birds, shall be deemed a 
false point. Any dog making a false point and discovering It to 
be such himself, without encouragement to go on, shall not lie 
penalized for making a false polut. 

Rule 10. Under the head of retriving, Die judges will only 
allow those dogs the maximum number of point* who do their 
work, without the handlers going with them to show them Die 
bird, and without mouthing or mutilation. 

PUPPY STAKES. 

Rule 1. Dogs over 18 months old shall not he eligible for the 
puppy stikes. 

Rule 2. Puppies shall be drawn In the usual manner, except 
that they must be drawn and worked singly; but. In order to test 
tlielr merit* In backing, another dog shall be put down anil 
worked with them long enough to settle that point only. 

Rule 3. All the rules for aged and single dogs on positive 
points for merit, and negative points for demerit, and general 
points, shall apply in the puppy stakes, except that a puppy shall 
only have an opportunity to make five points on game, and ex 
eept in miming off ties, when he shall have an opportunity to 
make three points only. 

Rule 4. No point of merit shall lie given for retrieving, and 
none for demerit if a puppy fall to retrieve. 

Rule 5. 8ame aa rule » for all aged jtointers and setters. 

BRACE STAKBS. 

The rule* shall lie the same as thoac for all aged polntora and 
setters, except that two dogs owned or trained by the same per¬ 
son may be run together; and that In caw: one dog of the brace 
retrieves, and the other dogs do not, only one-half the number or 
point* for retrieving shall tie allowed.

Letter# on Ornithology.

NO. 16—THE ENGLISH SPARROW, 

Iu thin communication to my friend* and tbe public, I wish to 
call serious attention to a subject of growing importance, the Issue 
of which requires to be met squarely and fairly. I refer to the 
extraordinary multiplication of English sparrows in this country, 
and to the consequences, Immediate and remote, of their presence 
In such numbers. 

I have not at hand, as I write, tbe precise data relating to their 
original Importation, but tbe leading Items In the history of tbe 
cose are on record and can be easily ascertained if It becomes 
necessary to work up the statistics with precision. Ten years ago, 
or thereabouts, the birds were a rarity, In a few of our larger 
cities, where they were regarded as great curiosities, and were 
most sedulously cured for, whilst their naturalization had not 
passed beyond the experimental stage. Their Introduction was 
bailed with acclamation, their Increase was stimulated and fos¬ 
tered by all practicable means, fresh Importations were repeated, 
aud the gullible American pubjtc, which so dearly loves to be 
humbugged, grew enthusiastic over the beggarly birds, fondly 
supposing It had at length found the balm for every woe that In¬ 
sect pests can inflict. Our streets, and parks, and lawns were to 
lie so thoroughly policed by these saviors of vegetation, that 
never a bug should dare to show Ills ugly head, nor even a worm 
to measure Ills unpleasant length beneath our shade trees. 

This is all very nice, but the facts are otherwise. It Is a dream 
of Arcadia—It is Utopian moonshine—It is arrant flunkeylsin—it 
is foolometric of the American capacity for being humbugged. 

The “welcome little strangers" that we nursed and cuddled so 
fondly ten years ago, have grown into a host—their name Is le¬ 
gion now—they overrun nearly all of our principal cities, even as 
far west as Great Salt Lake. They arc gradually but surely 
spreading into the country. They are millions now, and in a few 
years, at present rate of increase, their numbers will be not only 
innumerable, but Incalculable. 

Yet there are those whose short-sighted, narrow-minded aud 
thoroughly illogical and unsdentillc styles of mind can see noth¬ 
ing In all this, except that It Is unmixed good, and that we 
should encourage it by all means in our power. I tell the 
people now, emphatically and without reserve, what I have been 
for years insisting upon, that they do not know what they are. 
doing. I am no alarmist, and generally take things pretty much 
as they come, with the reflection that If it is not all right, it is 
none of my business; hut this increase of the sparrows Is so 
threatening, and the whole matter is so directly within the cur¬ 
riculum of my studies, that I feel bound to speak out. We nrc 
playing with lire, I say. 

I do not deny that the sparrows eat a variety of noxious Insects, 
and are beneficial iu helping to protect our shade and fruit trees. 
But the good they do in this way is vastly overrated, and has 
been absurdly exaggerated. It is ghastly rubbish to pretend, as 
some seem to do, that the clearing of our trees of worms aud 
hugs may be safely confided to the sparrows. Pretty much any 
bird, from an ostrich to a humming bird, may or does eat iu- 
sects; this fare is not at all confined to the so-called insectivor¬ 
ous birds, as technically named; in fact, the bird world anil tbe 
iusect world seem to lie natural complements In the geuural 
scheme of things, balancing each other. But the sparrows, us 
every one knows, are not technically insectivorous birds; they aro 
conirostral and granivorous, and take to insect diet just as any 
bird, us a hawk, a crow, a prairie chicken, a grakle, or auy oue cif 
our native species of FrimjiUUUr, may do. 

Now I have observed the English sparrows closely in Washington 
aud elsewhere for several years, aud so fnr as I can find out, these 
salvation-dealers, so-thought, feed chiefly upon liorse-dung and 
other street garbage. I urn quite ready to submit to the public, 
whether or uot the observations of others confirm my own. 

I pass to another matter, in which my own observations do not, 
however, enable me to speak with full confidence. I allude to 
the positive injury which the sparrows Inflict upon the kitchen- 
garden and upon nurseries of small fruit. According to what I 
hear upou the subject, the birds are a nuisance iu this respect. 
Yet we must remember that we are at present oil the threshold 
only of the general problem. If a short ten years of unparalleled 
rapidity of multiplication has brought it to pass that it is neces¬ 
sary to raise the. question of tbe desirability of having the spar¬ 
rows, what sort of talk shall we who survive hear from the coin¬ 
ing generation! It would not weaken my position much, if it 
could be proved that I am entirely mistaken to-day, and that the 
birds are up to the present time a positive, uuinixed blessing. I 
am looking ahead a little. The sparrows are naturally very pro¬ 
lific, and under the extraordinarily favorable conditions they now 
enjoy, they are multiplying at a rate that Is not fully appreciated. 
They raise two, three—I don’t know but what four broods a year, 
averaging perhaps five young to a brood. The possible progeny 
of a single pair of rats lias l-en calculated to be 4S.319,7118,8+8,- 
030,344,720! Individual* in t«a years. All the millions of spar¬ 
row* now in th ccountry have came probably from a few hundred 
pairs Figure, if you can, the result in another decade or two. 

But, it may be asked, What is all tie, alarm abouftbis particu¬ 
lar kind of sparrow, when we have fifty or umce kinds of native 
sparrows, and several hundred other native all of which 

might multiply at corresponding rates of increase wlVi«.,,i appre¬ 
ciable Inconvenience! Here Is just the gist of the question. [„ 
every fauna left to itself, or but slightly interfered with by man, 
a certain balance of forces Is sooner or later established tending 
to the co-ordination and subordination of various forms of animal 
life. Every species lias a natural cheek upon undue Increase. Its 
propagation beyond a certain point bring* about certain con¬ 
dition* which slay further increase—such a* failure of focal sup¬ 
ply to the overgrown species, or the fact that it Itself furnishes 
extra allowance of food to other species, Its natural enemies, till 
the latter wax powerful enough to diminish the threatened num¬ 
ber*. This matter, which 1 here only touch upon—for to discuss 
It adequately would be to far exceed reasonable limit*—seem* to 
have been entirely overlooked, or quietly Ignored, by the purblind 
advocates of the sparrow, who can *eo nothing that Is not astride 
of their nooes. 

Over there in Europe tbe sparrows are part and parcel of the 
natural economy of animal life; they have their place, and they 
IIU It; they do their good, and vast good it Is; they have been 
placed, no doubt rightly, by eminent and well qualified investi¬ 
gators, foremost among'tbe useful birds of the country; when 
they have been foolishly exterminated. It ha* been found neces¬ 
sary to re-establish and foster them at great trouble and expense. 
I know all thl* as well as «ny one of the few unscientific persons 
who are against me in thl* matter; but It doc* not follow that the 
argument I* applicable to the case we have to deal with In this 
country, 

On the contrary The birds are here under unnatural condi¬ 
tions ; they are out of place; they are not needed, and not granted. 
Their enormous Increase is not singular—there Is nothing re¬ 


markable about it. This is not the only instance In which intro¬ 
duced species react injuriously upou the natural species. Take 
the case of the white-weed, aud other exotic plants that could be 
named, which, once gaining foothold, have overrun the whole 
country, and choked down or rooted out native vegetatiou. The 
spread of tbe white-weed has liecu sadly likened by the Indian to 
the invasion of hit. country bv the pale face*, and the purallel is 
indeed perfect. 

This brings me to the main point 1 have to urge uguliist the 
sparrows—the reaction <*f their presence upon our native HjM'cie*. 
This has already been disastrous and will surely grow more so. 
They are rapidly exterminating the native songsters and Inaeet- 
eating birds from our cities, and what the result will be when the 
sparrow* overflow into all the country, even 1 , who try to be alive 
to the whole case, can only Imagine. The sparrows are lusty, 
Vigorous birds, remarkably stout for their size, and withal must 
pugnacious, Irascible, irritable creatures (like some of my critics), 
who wage perpetual warfare with the peaceably dbqsjsed' and un¬ 
offending birds with whom they are necessarily thrown iu contact. 
This is contact of a kind that necessarily implies competition, and 
in every struggle for existence, as we all know, the weakest must 
go to the wall. This is the inevitable, the inexorable law of na¬ 
ture. This is the issue we have to meet. 

Speaking roundly, the sparrows ltave no enemies. They have 
nothing to fear. They are securely housed, liberally provided for 
and sedulously encouraged to multiply. There i* tui natural check 
to their absolutely unlimited increase. If they w ere let alone, 
and left to shift for themselves, I suppose that the disturbed bal¬ 
ance would be readjusted in time, for nature is cunning aud 
thrifty, and full of resources for all her emergencies. But we 
give her no chance; we thwart aud battle her with the most pig¬ 
headed pertinacity. Why! only the other day, iu a certain spot 
of ground where the inhabitants are not noted for undervaluing 
themselves, they started a crusade ugaiust the shrikes, which, at¬ 
tracted by the abundance of good fare, were proceeding to thin 
out the sparrows some. Such another lack-lustre proceeding 
may we never seen again! So far as I know the 
shrikes action was the first indication of a natural 
healthy reaction against the unnatural state of things 
we have fatuously brought ulsiut, and It was as fuluously 
nipped in tin; bud, iu the wisdom of some person or persons who 
had the matter at his or their whimsical control. It would be 
Vastly more sensible aud Judicious to breed shrikes for the pur¬ 
pose of checking the sparrows. But Borne people never nee Ihimje. 
Because, for example. In Boston the sparrows are -o well fed and 
well housed and pampered and (retted that they are too lazy or 
too indifferent to make uctual warfare ou native specie*. *omc 
people reason up to the assumption that the sparrows everywhere 
act iu the sume way. And when anybody like myself, or like the 
scores of well informed and trustworthy person* who back me up 
to the fullest with their own ex(*w(cuces, has the audacity to tell 
the truth, some vacant-eyed blinker at half-truths rises to call 
names, aud say wc never saw what We say we saw. because he 
never happened to see it himself. And tteenusc, in this A. D. 
1377, the full extent of the evil I depict has not been experienced 
throughout the land, the (srsslbility of its occurrence is detdeil. 

It is a very pretty quarrel as it stands. I am very well pleased 
with the na|H)ct of tbe case, as far us I am personally concerned, 
and am perfectly willing to wait for my triumphant vindication 
till the inexorable logic of events justifies the full measure of my 
statements of present fact and predictions of future contingencies. 
In 1872, I foresaw all that has come to pa**, ami more that w ill 
happen, just as surely a* there are laws w hich govern these things. 
At the same time, I rtrsl raised my Voice against the sparrow*, 
albeit with a mild and tentative accent: and so far as I know. 1 
was then single anil alone. But that w as the entering wedge, and 
others beside myself have since hammered it so stoutly, that the 
rotten old log of ignorance, folly and obstinate prejudice seems 
likely to lie split before long. I have met with some of the utilise 
which reformers who are a little ahead of the time* are likely 
to excite against themselves; and one of my least 
amiable critics—a gentleman of strong personal feeling* and 
stronger sectional prejudices—ha*gone so far as to suggest in this 
connection that a lie well stuck to is as good a* the truth. Bur¬ 
ring the discourtesy—for w hich he has since made ample and 
public amends, this line of controversy ha* some good points, 
just as all satire, luveetive and ridicule have, but it i* quite 
wasted in a case like the present—w hen all 1 w ant, wild all I have 
called for, aud all that is necessary to my position, Is Ibe/mfs. 
It is no war of wonts with me, nor personal controversy’. If I 
am wrong, will some one please prove me so! The circumstance, 
that I have for several years labored under a grave mis¬ 
understanding of the facts, and most deplorable misapprehension 
of the general bearings of the case, will make me ready—nay. 
eager, to set my self riglit, if anybody will point out any error of 
mine, either of observation or of deduction.

Meanwhile, what are you going to duwhout it! It is really 
worth your serious attention. Something should be done, aud if 
’twere well done, ’twere well ’twore done quickly. If something 
is not done soon, in a systematic manner, the nuisance will grow, 
till it will become necessary to resort to the extreme measure of 
actual destruction of hundreds of thousands of sparrow*. 

The particular measure w hich 1 recommend ut present, some¬ 
what as uu experiment, is, that special fostering of the birds, by 
housing and feeding them, be stopped. Let the *(iam>w> be 
turned loose to shift for themselves and take their chance*. I’ut 
them on tbe same footing with our native specie*, and see how 
they get ou. We, indeed, house a few martens, blue bird* aud 
wrens, but we have never encouraged our own bird* as wc have 
these outlaudlsh ones. It Is maudlin sentiment to urge thut 
having brought them here, we owe them a living. We owe them 
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*»• numbers an* ilue primarily to their own ••xtraordim/rv 
next Hft«*r their pugnacity. Is i-n-ir most con¬ 
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In a word, the measures Mint 1 recommend nt | vseut »uv, the 
removal of nil the boxes which have Ihmmi set up foithefr accom- 
luodatlon, and permission for anyliody to kill *pu»nw» a j jUj,. 
crotion. This may sufficiently reduce their number* ft* nwhile: 
and should la* tried as a liiimuiic experiment to obviate t.*» n, U(l |, 
greater and cruel destruction which might otherwise herein,. r 
come necessary.

K. K.. Pittsburgh.—1 have a young dog which I desire to break this 
season, but he shows no inclination to poiut. lie will trail a lark well, 
hut flu-he* and chase*. Is there any chauce of his ever making any¬ 
thing of a worker, aucl how cou I break him of this habit? Ana.— 
Young dogs, especially if high-cou raged, will very frequently flush 
their birds when first going to work. The proper thing is for you lo 
teach him to stop at the word, when you can coutrol him in trailing 
and make him staunch. To break him in this way get the American 
Kennel, by Burges.

K. M. D., Whitehall.—Was there not some time since an attempt 
made to get up an international field irial. If so, why did it not come 
off? Aus.—Yes. ill 187$, Mr. R. L. Price issued a challenge on his own 
part, and that of Mr. Macdonu to American sportsmen.Inviting them to 
go over to England und ruu their dog*. The matter fell through, as at 
that time Americans kuew little or nothing of how field trials wore con¬ 
ducted, aud also because retrieving was not allowed iu the trial. Since 
that time, our own field trials have educated our sportsmen, and we 
hope at no distant day to see the representative* of the two couutrles 
try conclusions on chickeus and quail. 

buKKcit-LoADBn. Greenville.—What Is tbe true origin of the pointer 
and setter, and which is the purest bred, that is most free from cros->es 
wilh other dogs? I have had a dispute on this subject ; shonld like you 
to settle it. Ans.—The setter, so far as can he determined by old roc 
ords. is the dependent of the old laud spaniel, und has been brought to 
his present standard by breeding from selected specimens without 
crossing to other breeds. The pointer descended from the old Spanish 
pointer whose origin is doubtful. The poiuter of the present day is of 
mixed race, as fox hound and other crosses have hecu introduced to get 
rid of certain faults the Spanish pointer possessed. 

Ex-Pakto, Iloosac, N. Y.—What woold he the best way to treat a 
dog that is completely ruu down. My hitch Isas poor a* a crow and 
has no appetite; she bad tbe distemper last Spring und h-is lost ilesh 
and appetite ever since. An*.—Take two pounds of lean beef, three or 
four carrots and nn onion : boll until the meat is in shreds; aud then 
add one part of crushed wheal and two parr* of old Indian meal and 
cook thoroughly. Feed twice a day. morning aud night. Cook fresh 
each day. before each meal give n teaspoonful or equal parts of com 
pound tincture of chiuchoiia and compound tincture of centlan. Give 
the bitch gentle exercise every day. If she does not improve within 
a day or two give. In addition after each meal, two teaspounfuls of cod 
liver oil.

T. L. t\. Minneapolis, Minn. — About five months ago. oue of my 
horses ran away and rau foul of a tree, and 1 suppose received a very 
severe blow over the right eve. a* It swelled considerably at the time 
and was very sore; about three weeks after 1 noticed it was getting 
white deep down in the pupil, and it increased till now It is entirely 
filled with some white substance that makes him entirely blind, lie is 
well otherwise. Can It be removed? An* —It is opacity of the 
crystallite lens of the eye. which constitutes cataract, which can be 
removed so an to restore sight to a certain dogrue. but not perfectly. 
It Is considered b -tt**r to have blindness than imperfect vision, so wc 
caunot recommend the operation. 

W. C.. Jackson. Mich.—I have a good horse that ha* a chronic dis¬ 
charge from hi* right ear; it seems to come from a little sack In be¬ 
tween the two layers of skin (the inside and outside of the ear), the 
hole heiugat the bottom of tbu opening leading into tbe ear. It run* 
a milky discharge; has been so about three months. What won Id you 
recommend for It? I would like to have It cured, a* it i* very disagree¬ 
able to have it rutming all the time. An*.- Such sack* occur accosiou- 
ally in the outer and lower portions of the carilhures of the ear. without 
any assignable cause. They can be removed generally without much 
difficulty but necessitate the use of the knife, which, as we have often 
said before, should only be used by experts, men well posted in the 
profession. 

D. P.. Bloomington, ill—What shall I do for a horse that has the 
mange very had? He has had it for upward* of «ix months; hnve done 
everything I can to cure him but buvw failed. Will you please give me 
a prescription through the Field. lie 1* affected mostly on the head 
and lieek. where the hair Is most all off. and there are patches of sores, 
mostly on the neck under the mane. Th«*y Itch badly, us he scratches 
himself a great (leal. Ans —Inveterate mange (mange that has existed 
Home time, uud will uot yield to ordinary treatment) is an annoyingdis- 
eane and requires careful and persistent treatment Tbe disease con¬ 
sists of parasites (acre) that burrow tinder the epidermis (tho superfi¬ 
cial layer of tbe skin) and cause a great amount of irritation, which 
causes irruption and the animal to scratch lilmseir. It Is generated 
spontaneously, sometime- hy poverty mid dirt, but generally is propa¬ 
gated by contagion; is only communicable by actual contact, but may 
be carried by the groom, on the harness. In the clothing. Ac. Treat 
raent—Give him n purgative of six drachms of aloes, or one quart of 
lln-eed oil. Wash the affected parts with strong soap-suds tepid, to re¬ 
move the scarf skin; when dry. rub some of the following ointment 
well In. once a day for three days, then wait a week mid repeat, using 
tbe soap and water before the repetition, same as at first; Like of 
linseed oil. Box*.: oil of turpentine. I ox.; carbolic acid. ox.: oil of 
tar. 2 ozs . and sulphur 4 ox*.: mix and apply with the hand. Cleanse 
the stall and all oarta that have heen touched by the affected animal, by 
washing them with soap aud water and then wilh a solution of corrosive 
sublimate—one to sixty of water -and whitew»«h afterwards, boll tbe 
clothing and wash and oil the harries*, and you will he tolerably cer 
lain of uetting rid of it, but without these precautions it may break 
out again. _

No doubl by llii* lime, there may Ik* a few who thought, who 
Is this Black Ned? Well, reader, as his companion and owner, 1 
will tell you. He Is only a black setter, and according to the 
views of our Canadian gentlemen, a despised native, bred by Dun* 
lei Wigg, of Hyde Park, Dutchess county, N. V.. and in the lan¬ 
guage of the Dominic, for so he is known all over, I will give you 
Ids (tedigree, as follows: Old Nisi was an im|»orted black setter— 
owner’s name forgotten. The bitch wa* a deep red setter named 
Bess, and imported by a man named Fetter. She bad u litter by 
Old Ned, ami Clarence Buyles, the Dominie's sou-ill-law, kept a 
gyp, a black with tan *|m>Uh and named it Kan. When she came 
in season she visited Ned number 1, her father, and a man named 
8am Hlder, living in Khlnebeck-on-the-Hudson, N. Y., kept a gyp. 
color and name not ascertained. When this bitch came in season, 
she visited a pure black setter mimed t*iK>rt, owned by one Pultx, 
living in the aforementioned Khincl»eck. A man named Albert 
Schryver, living in Hyde Park, Dutchess Co., procured one of the 
dog pups, a pure black, und named him fyiort after his father. 
After he had grown the Dominie says, I went out and see him 
hunt, ami was so pleased, that when Chuvuce's bitch Kan came in 
season, I sent out and got this dog, Killer's 8purt. and he visited 
Kan. When her whelps wen* u week old 1 selected your Ncduud 
clipped the end of his tail, and says, that is the one I’ll take, and 
named him Ned. after Old Ned of all. Such is tile genealogical tree 
of my Ned, aud it may not Ik* out of place, for the benefit of a 
few’ who own some of his pups, and the reader, to give a brief bi- 
ographyof the present incumbent. The following arc Ids meas¬ 
urements, taken with sutticieut care to form u correct idea of the 
dog in a very fair working condition, and let me add. tills table 
was taken from one in last issue of the Chicago Field, of IiIikkI 
hounds, so if anything Ik* amiss in the style of measuring, make 
allowances. From tip of nose to inner corner of eye, 4 inches; 
space between the eyes, 2| inches; between the eyes to the occi¬ 
put inches: from occiput to the shoulder, 8 inches: from shoul¬ 
der to settling of stern. 25 i miles: girth of chest, 29 inches; girth 
of loin, 24 incites; girth of head in front of ears, 17inches: girth 
of mussle in front of eyes. 10 inches: girth of forearm, 9 inches, 
Just below elbow; length of tail, 12 inches: length of cars, 7 
inches; height at shoulder, 24 inches; extreme length from tipof 
tail to nose. 52 inches: coat very Hue aud silky, with plenty of 
wave, and of tin* glossiest black without a white hair; tail car¬ 
ried iu field below level of buck, with plenty of action: fcatheron 
tail. 7 inches; eyes very black, large and lustrous, showing no 
white: nose large and black. Such is Black Ned's exterior, aud 
as to Ids good qualities in the Held, modesty forbids, with the ex¬ 
ception that he is an all season dog. Constitution of Babbitt- 
metal, on which the friction of time leaves no impression. Semper 
/Hirutu*, n'tnjxr Jhidii r, erm/ter idem. I must stop before my feel¬ 
ings carry me beyond endurance. 

Now. in reply to Chilled Shot's advice, let me say I have tried 
tlie concentrators mentioned, but cannot say l found them auy, if 
at all superior to loose shot, and very inferior to Kay’s.

But If our nolde sachem, “Mohawk’s” 
patience be not exhausted by “Black Ned,” I iutcud to deal more 
particularly w ith this subject at some future time, iu hopes to 
correct some of these erroneous ideas. 

If days may Ik* allegorically compared in computation of time 
l.u the aborigine’s moon. 1 would, according to my promise, sav, 
most worthy and {MJtent Bachem, that it is not many iikkujs since 
I felt full of promise on the warpath w ith blood in my eye and 
murderous intent against the tril»e of woodcock, and on my re¬ 
turn with unwarrantable pride with scalps, proof of my prowess. 
This, Ik* it understood, w as to Iks iu the land of Jersey and home 
of Recap|K*r, for our good excelsior state won't admit of the mo¬ 
lestation of this tribe until August 1st: would it had tieen Sep¬ 
tember 1st, but half a loaf is lietter than none. Hut unfortu¬ 
nately for “Black Ned*’ and Ids anticipations, and as the French

.1 Chapter of Accidents.

Well, we sat 
still awhile contemplating the situation; we knew that the ducks 
couldn't live two days in that hot place, besides we needed them, 
and there was nothing to do hut go back and get them, back we 
went, got the decoys iu and took a new start. Supposing our 
troubles at an end we took fresh courage and urged the horse 
Into a pretty brisk trot—a little too fast for the old borrowed 
wagon—and before H'c reached the bridge off come the tire, out 
we got, found thill, and hammered it on with stones, and drove 
Into the portage to let the wheel soak till It would stay, and 
finally drove on. By this time it was past three o'clock. The 
moon came slowly up into the heavens, slduiiig beautifully 
through the tall oaks which cast their shadows around 
us on every side, making the drive a delightful 
one, and we enjoyed It In spite of our inconveniences.

Since tlie big snow there 
are very few left; lie went out one day before tlie snow thawed 
and found seven iu a heap under a brush, of which Hve were 
frozen stiff anil tlie other two were barely breathing. He can 
fllld now piles of feathers iti briar patches and thickets, where 
dozens of coveys perished und were devoured by some kiud of 
varmints. Will you, Mr. Editor, or some of your readers explain 
why so many quails perished here last Winter when it wan no 
more severe, I think, Ulan the Winters usually are ill any of the 
Northern States. I have thought it might he that tlie northern 
quails become acclimated, or get some food from trees or shrub"

It would lx* difficult to imagine u n>«»r«* 
thoroughly African scene tlimi that which flit* 
newly-risen moon tumbled it* to watch from tin 
hox of our wagon. In front, almost a* far a* 
the dim light permitted vision. wan a long line 
of oxcii’m heads ami horn*. reaching to the great 
white tent of the preceding wagon. The road,

The party consisted of two, DaJ/.ie! and ni\ 
self, and we were bound on a shooting e\|ndi- 
tlon up the eu-t eoas! as fur a- the l'or*ugm -c 
settlement of Loretieo Muh|itcx» during wbieli 
we intended to make arrangements lor another 
trip later in the year to the elephant eoiii.tr} 
I’mzilu on the I.im|»opo. the uciuv** \- Jut 
now-a-days where really good *|H»rt c.ni I e ob¬ 
tained at those animals. This. Imwi er. we 
did not expect to accomplish before, the b. I low¬ 
ing March, as the natives are unwilling to coin- 
meiiee the journey during the unhealthy -ciison; 
and. as it wa« mm NnvemL*r we had three 
months at our dl>po-al for on: present e\|»ci!i 
lion. Our tnitiH for so short a time wa-of 
course not large, hut, as a -peri:; mi of wi;at is 
mptired by the African fruit Her. St may is* in 
foresting to the reader. The absolute itciv.— 
siiHes taken with liim by the professional huniet 
merely consist of Hour, coffee, sugar, rice, and 
salt, all else l»eii»g considered luxuries: but 
many a man of this class, impoverished by a 
long drinking bout in the colonic-, starts for a 
year’s absence with nothing but Ids aniimm! 
lion, a handful of -alt. and a pound or two ,,| 
coffee. Our list was a more extended one. cm 
sisting of tea. curry powder, a few tin- of pre¬ 
served vegetables, some Liebig's extract—which 
I think afterwards saved my companion's lifi— 
-cvcral Is»tties of unices, mustard, pepper, salt, 
half a dozen bottles of brandy, strictly for me¬ 
dicinal purposes, and having viiHckud ipilniue 
a I ready added to them to make them unpala¬ 
table. and a small medicine chest. Besides this 
there wer«'some sacks of maize meal to make 
porridge for the natives, and tile remaining 
-pace in the wagons wa.- occupied with bales 
of blankets of * various kind, ami oilier articles 
of barter With w hich to purchase the cattle re¬ 
quired for the payment of wages of our men, 
and to procure food ch rowfr. Our battery — 
which, however, had oeeti in Use for stinie time, 
ami was not selected expressly for the journey 
—consisted of four sinonih-hmvd elephant guns, 
each carrying a bullet of six to the |MHiud. with 
ten or twelve dnicluiisjot powder, ui.d weigh 
ing about fourteen pounds; two double btvrch- 
loadiug rilles. one of 10 mid H*e »ther of 1J 
Imre; ami two double barrelled gun- of 10 U»re : 
ami I believe that, hud we added mi K\p»v** 
rille for the smaller antelopes, no L'Her *elec- 
lion could have been made. Our betiding ami 
personal belongings Were restricted t<• 140 lb, 
each, or a full load for two men. a-, after we 
reached the “tM'lw" infested district-, e\cry 
thing would have to In* carried oil men’s heads: 
ami no tent was taken, as former experience 
had taught us that it would l e troublesome to 
carry and of no particular use. as I,tits, siilb 
eiently comfortable and waterproof for ordinary 
purpose*. could Ik* run up in ail hour or two Sm 
most jwtrt* of tin* country, or. If our stay made 
it worth while, they could be enlarged and im¬ 
proved by e\|H*i)diturc of a little luLir 

At the foni across the Tugclu there i- what I- 
eoloulally known as mi •'accommodation house;” 
mid, glad of the opportunity to save our provis 
lolls, we took advantage of the hospitality o| the 
man who kept ll—a tine active young fellow, 
called Clerk, win* a few months later suffered 
a most dreadful death. He had liccli ill a luaixc 
gimlen cutting some of the ripe cobs for u*e. | 
when he was bitten in the neck by an an enor¬ 
mous green iiiamha. a snake w hose hite i* more 
often than not fatal. K very thing was done to 
save him : ammonia was applied internally and 
externally, spirits were given him to drink, and 
such native remedies as the local Kalllrs had at 
hand were all tried, hut in vain, for towards 
evening he sank into a lethargic state, and died 
during the night. However, on thU occasion he 
was in high health and spirits, lie helped us to 


pass onr last evening In Natal pleasantly enough. 

Next day we had to cm** our wagons, which, as 
the river was high, entailed considerable labor.
